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Triathlon 2009 
Three Times the Fun

Over and over again athletes participating in this 
past weekend's Mattapoisett Triathlon asked one another, 
"How's the water?" With a steady wind blowing under 
dark, cloud filled gray skies the waters of the harbor 
were choppy and looked as though they might be a bit 
on the cold side. "Not too bad actually", came one of the 
first answers from the shallows as a tattoo covered man 
wearing only a speedo yelled back to another in a wet suit 
moments before the start of the race. As the speedo clad 
swimmer disappeared into the next wave the man on the 
shore stuck a toe in the water and said to a group of race 
participants, "Not great, but not bad. We should be okay." 

That was the scene over and over again on Sun- 
day, July 12 as over 200 tri-athletes prepared to compete 
in the annual Mattapoisett Triathlon, an event which 
traditionally marks the beginning of the organization's 
Harbor Days Celebration. The athletes, competing in 
groups divided by age and gender, as individuals and in 
groups, were about to test themselves against the clock 
and a course divided into three unique endurance chal- 
lenges combining swimming, bicycling, and long distance 
running into a single event. 

In spite of the less than perfect conditions the 
2009 edition of the Mattapoisett Triathlon ended with 
some rather fast overall times. Over two hundred athletes 
participated in this year's event with most completing the 
course in fewer than one and a half hours. Mattapoisett' s 
race is a sprint triathlon and while it is much shorter than 
a full triathlon, it is no less challenging than the famous 
Ironman series. Sunday's race consisted of a quarter-mile 
swim followed by a ten-mile bike ride and three and three 
quarter-mile run. 

Brockton's Dave Sousa was the race's overall 
winner on the men's side as he completed the three legs of 
the event in 52:14. Colman Ryan of Westwood, MA came 
in second with a time of 52:46 with Marion's Tom Gelson 
placing third at 53:02. Leading the women was Kimberly 
Shattuck of Bridgewater, MA pacing the field with a time 
of 55:56 followed by Veronica Boyle of Stoughton whose 
second place time was a brisk 59:13. Third among the 
women and first in her age group was fourteen year old 
Emily Curley of Mattapoisett who finished the race with 
a time of 1:00:18. Mattapoisett' s Paul Curley was the top 
finisher among the fifty and over men's age group with a 
time of 55:43. 

Mattapoisett' s village will see a host of activi- 
ties associated with the Lions Club's Harbor Days this 
weekend, most of which will center around the town's 
Shipyard Park. Many of the weekend's events and activi- 
ties will offer many challenges of endurance that are more

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is hlood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eukanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs.

St. Philip's 125*^ Anniversary 

This is a special year for St. Philip's Episcopal 
Church at 34 Water Street, Mattapoisett. Services were 
first held in the church in July 1884 and have continued to 
be held every summer for the last 125 years between early 
July and early September. 

St. Philip's was designed by J.S. Hammond of 
Mattapoisett and built in 1884. The chancel window fac- 
ing the harbor was installed in 1969 and depicts St. Philip, 
a fisherman and carpenter by trade, with his fishing bas- 
ket and carpenter's tools. Around him are shown three 
fish native to Buzzards Bay: a scup, a striped bass and a 
bluefish. 

The window also includes a catboat, compass 
rose. Seal of the Church, Great Seal of the Town of Mat- 
tapoisett and the whale ~ a reminder of Mattapoisett' s 
early connection with the whaling industry.

Sunday, September 6. Holy Communion is celebrated at 
both the 8:00 and 10:00 am services.

Borat 2

Bruno. Starring Sacha Baron Cohen and Gustaf Hammersten.

It's doubtful that even the most freewheeUng gay porn 
could be as fawningly, lovingly devoted to the male member as 
Brilno is. The organ, hardly ever seen in mainstream multiplex 
films, is ready for its close-up, and it gets one here in an image 
I could hardly believe I was seeing on the local big screen. In 
case actual penises aren't enough, we also see any number of 
latex simulacra. For Briino — a flamboyantly gay fashion-show 
host, and one of the comic creations of Sacha Baron Cohen (who 
brought you Borat) — life is all about the phallus, and there's 
something innocent about his pursuit of it. Like Borat, he has no 
concept of anything outside his pleasure zone and drive for fame 
(which amount to the same thing). 

The latest Baron Cohen attempt to strafe American 
sensibilities by holding a funhouse mirror up to us, Briino is hit 
or miss for its first half or so but picks up steam as it goes along. 
Briino has been fired from his Austrian TV show, and he comes to 
Los Angeles, accompanied by his adoring ''assistant's assistant" 
Lutz (Gustaf Hammersten), in search of fame, or at least fame 
by proxy. His first whack at a celebrity-driven "reality show" 
is haplessly appalling, so for the rest of the movie Briino seeks 
celebrity of his own. Baron Cohen, insinuating himself into the 
syndicated junk culture, gives Briino a hungry twinkle — he's a 
drama queen without much drama, since he's pretty oblivious to 
the social engineering that gets in his way. 

As in Borat, most of the real people encountering Baron 
Cohen — no doubt aware they're on camera — try very hard to 




accommodate 
him. I didn't 
buy that 
Briino, in the 
film's second 
half when 
he's trying to 
"go straight," 
gains access 
to a swingers' 

club, much less gets permission to bring a camera in while the 
swingers are having actual sex (with the naughty bits blotted 
out). The scene is obviously staged, especially when a terrified 
Briino finds himself in a bedroom with a particularly aggressive 
dominatrix (played by porn actress Michelle McLaren). A lot of 
the other stuff seems disconcertingly real, such as Briino' s hunting 
trip with three scraggly good ol' boys. His encounter with a "gay 
converter" is more sad than funny, as encounters with these tragic 
repressed gay men trying desperately to be straight always are. 

Baron Cohen stays fearlessly in character, though 
an equal portion of credit should go to Gustaf Hammersten, 
who makes something tenderly human out of the lovestruck, 
obsequious Lutz. Briino is clearly the gayest film since 300, but 
it's also shrewd about the lust for fame (the studio should' ve left 
in the bit with Briino trying to get Michael Jackson's number off 
LaToya Jackson's cell phone). Briino only tries to "go straight" 
because he thinks it's the only way to become famous, and it's 
a hoot to see him throw himself into traditionally hetero-alpha- 
male activities; it all leads to the movie's masterstroke, "Straight 
Dave's Man-Slamming Maxout," which leaves its beer-chugging 
spectators looking hilariously crestfallen. Briino doesn't have 
much to say about American homophobes other than that they're 
entertainingly nonplussed when confronted with a flamingly 
nelly stereotype — though we wonder how entertainingly they'd 
react if there were no cameras around.

Coalition for Buzzard's Bay 

The Coalition for Buzzards Bay and the Town of 
Fairhaven have permanently protected 52 acres of forest 
land comprising a significant portion of the inland water- 
shed to the Nasketucket River, Austin Pond, and down- 
stream Little and Nasketucket Bays. 

The land will be owned and managed by the 
Town of Fairhaven Conservation Commission. A small 
piece of the land will be held by the Coalition while it 
works to clear an existing title issue and then it will also 
be conveyed to the town. 

The area, called Nasketucket Woods includes 
forest, freshwater wetlands, perennial streams, a vernal 
pool, and protected habitat for rare species, including 
the Eastern box turtle, in the immediate vicinity of the 
Nasketucket River. The property links to several other 
conservation areas, the Mariner Soccer Field complex and 
the East Fairhaven elementary school. It will be open 
to the public for recreational activities, including hiking 
and bird watching. Trail improvement and maintenance 
activities are envisioned for the site. 

The protection of Nasketucket Woods continues 
The Coalition for Buzzards Bay's long-term focus on pre- 
serving natural lands surrounding Nasketucket Bay. Over 
the past decade, the Coalition has worked to protect such
